
. Home Rule at Stake on Housing Code Vote
(Editor's Note: Torrance 

voters will be asked at the 
April 9 municipal election 
to determine whether the 
city's Uniform Housing Code 
thould be repealed. The, 
measure was placed on the 
ballot nfter Active Citizens 
of Torrance gathered signa­ 
tures of some 15 per cent 
of the city's registered vot­ 
ers. This is the first in c. 
series of articles which the 
Press-Herald will publish on 
the subject.)

City building and legal offi­ 
cials have scored the Active 
Citizens of Torrance (ACT) 
for "destroying home rule"

and, therefore, defeating 
their own purpose in advocat 
ing the abolition of the Uni­ 
form Housing Code.

Voters will be asked to de­ 
cide April 9 whether the city 
should stick with the Uni­ 
form Housing Code or switch 
back to the state housing 
code.

ACTs avowed purpose in 
seeking the removal of the 
local code is to foil urban re­ 
newal projects, which they 
believe are linked to the cur­ 
rent city code.

City Attorney Stanley Rem- 
elmeyer emphasized that key 
words needed to unlock fed­ 
eral urban renewal funds are 
"workable program." A city 
must have a workable pro- 
grain of housing code enforce­ 
ment to qualify for the funds.

However, Remelmeyer un- 
lined the fact that merely do­ 
ing away with the Uniform 
Housing Code would not end 
the workable program in Tor­ 
rance. Abolition of the code 
would mean that the Cali­ 
fornia state housing code 
would go into effect immedi­ 
ately.

"The ACT people thought 
they could defeat urban re­ 
newal here in Torrance by 
pulling the rug out from un­ 
der the city and eliminating 
the housing code," Kernel- 
Meyer exclaimed, "but they 
didn't do their homework!"

Remelmeyer stressed that 
the state code, when properly 
enforced, would serve to qual­ 
ify the city for federal funds 
just as the city code does 
now.

The city attorney added

that the state code is virtu­ 
ally identical to the city code 
except that it is completely 
controlled from Sacramento. 
On the other hand, he said, 
local legislators have a great 
deal to say about the wording 
of the city's local Uniform 
Housing Code.

"ACT members are doin^ 
just the opposite of what they 
think they're doing," Remei- 
meyer went on. "They're de­ 
stroying home rule."

Also critical of ACT's ap­ 
proach to the code contro­ 
versy is Building and Safety 
Director Jack McKinnon, the 
man who will be most deeply 
affected by any change in 
code regulations.

"We've worked for years to 
develop our own local sys­ 
tem," McKinnon stated, term­ 
ing the abolition of the Tor­

rance code a "step back­ 
wards."

Furthermore, McKinnon 
said, ACT people are defeat 
ing their own purpose in 
abolishing the code. "They 
claim to be against big go"- 
crnment," he said, "but the 
effect of their move would 
be to handcuff me. making 
me turn to a supergovern- 
ment."

McKinnon underlined thai 
with the state code, all word 
ing, development, and revi­ 
sions are done in Sacramento, 
and local municipalities have 
nothing to say about it. No 
changes may be made in the 
state code to make it fit the 
particular needs of a locality.

The building department 
director added as a sidelight 
the fact that the "workable

program" of housing code en­ 
forcement is required by the 
federal government to pre­ 
vent current neighborhoods 
from becoming blighted. If 
the government is going to 
spend millions to clean up 
rundown neighborhoods. M>'- 
Kinnon said, it wants some 
assurance that present mid­ 
dle class area will not hr al­ 
lowed to degenerate.

The purpose of a housing 
code, therefore, is to main­ 
tain a decent neighborhood, 
not to correct a slum.

McKinnon also noted that 
ACT members oppose the in­ 
vasion of privacy that may 
result from housing inspec­ 
tions. He underlined the fact 
that present regulations make 
it harder for an inspector tn 
gain entrance than does the 
state code.

The city requires council 
approval as well as a cAurt 
order obtained through the 
city government in order for 
an unwanted inspector tn 
enter a home. The state re­ 
quires only a court order ob­ 
tained by the inspector.

However, McKinnon nntrd, 
his department has never yet 
had to resort to getting a 
court order.

California is one of the few 
states which has enacted 'Jiin- 
imum housing laws. "We'ra 
privileged to live in a state aa 
Carsighted as California is," 
McKinnon stated, adding that 
this state pioneered in the 
field of housing standards.

How different are the state
and Uniform Housing Codes?
McKinnon said the state code
is patterned after Uniform
